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Guidelines for IndSxinl^ 
Nfi\a Practicums 
The following guidelines are ad- 
dressed to Nova participants. 
They should be followed by par- 
ticipants when as&i^ing 'index 
terms (descriptors) \to Nova 
practicums. / 

Acceissability. Once > practi- 
. cum is entered into the main file, 
its only points of access are index 
terms under which it is filed. It 
is important, therefore, that you 
index from the point of view of a 
searcher. Try to assign a variety 
of access points- by assigning dif- 
ferent, non-synonymous terms. 

Major and 'Minor Descrip'torS| 
You may assign as many as 10 
terms to a document. However; 
no more than five may be desig- 
nated a.s major. Major descrip: 
tors are those that describe the 
main^ concepts of a document! 
Minor- de.scriptors apply to con-j 
cepts that are incidental or pe-l 
ripheral to the mainstream of thei 
document. Indicate major de- 



scriptors by marking (hem with 
an asterisk ( ). Also note that 
only major descriptors are used 
to. index the document; 
Subject Terms. Most descrip- 
' tors will relate to the subject of 
a document, and most documents 
will deal with several interrelated 
subjects, such as inservice train- 
ing for English teachers in bi- 
lingual schools. You should assign 
descriptors to cover all concept??^ 
covered by a document. >■ \ 

Education Level. Most docu- ^ 
meats have direct relevance for 
only cfne or two educational lev-- 
els. There are descriptors to cover 
all levels from prescliool^p post 
.graduate education. You sjliould 
assign at least one de.scriptor 
that denotes educational level. It 
may he either major or minor, 

.Level of Specificity. Most de- 
scriptors are related to narrower 
and 'or broader terrhs that de- 
scribe different levels of specific- 
ity within the saprie concept area. 
Use the narrowest possible term 
to describe the document you're ( 
indexing. For example, if the^ 
document is about vocational 
counseling, use the term "Voca- 
tional Counseling," not jusf 
"Counseling," 



Guidelines for Writing - 
Abstracts 

The following guidelines are ad- 
dressed to Nova participants. 
They should be followed by par- 
ticipants when they" write ab- 
stracts of their practicum reports. 
An abstract is a relatively short 
narrative that tells the reader 
something about the document. 
It should .he informative rather 
than descriptive. Pay par^icplar 
attention to the following ele- 
ments. 

Purpose. Depending on the 
document, the purpose can'con- 
^sist of a broad statement of pur- 
pose or a more specific, testable 
hypothesis, or both. V
